Donald. The decorations comprise two 
full sized Hags and several smaller ones 
tastefully arranged in graceful folds 
against the walls aud at the windows. 
Upon the raised platform for the nse ol 
tho president and speakers is placed a 
tine organ to bo used during tho cam- 
paign, and npninst the north wall over 
tho president's chair is the portrait ol 
tho first Republican president, tbe la- 
mented Lincoln, and below nt the righl 
and left tho pictures of the winners in the 
present contest, Blaine and Logan. Di- 
rectly opposite on tho south wall is the 
picture of James A. Garfield resting 
ngninot a ling nnd trimmed with rod, 
while nnd blue festoons.
